One reason we went is that we'd never been there. Volumes have been written about the 
place, so I won't attempt to summarize the town or otherwise describe what it's like. It's all 
that, and more. As a card-carrying voyeur type of person (a trait most cameramen share, 
unfortunately or not), Vegas is a visual delight. As an intellectually oriented observer of 
the human condition, Vegas is a virtual thesis happening right in front of you, 24 hours a 
day. As an overworked (okay, so I haven't had a vacation in a few years) individual, 
Vegas is a swell escape. As a non-gambling kind of guy (no jokes about marriage, please), 
Vegas is a nightmare. We had, in a word, a swell time. Our life together continues to 
surprise and delight me.

CONTEST SCORES & STORIES FROM CDXA 
MEMBERS 


The 1999 IARU HF Championship contest of july 11/12 was different than the one in 
1998; I had to work harder just to keep even with last year's score. The contest runs from 
8 AM EDT on Saturday, to 8 AM on Sunday, and I can handle 24 hours of continuous 
operation. In 1998, I had 206 contacts in the first 2 hours on 15 meters, this year, I had 
103. The K-factor was between 1| and 2, no wasn't a big hindrance. Fifteen meters just did 
not "feel right," and it was the only good band. Where were all the Ittle guys in Europe? 
After 60 contacts the first hour, I concentrated on the Far East. I can't really run that area 
with only a tribander at 60 ft, but I struggled to get 43 intermixed with an occasional US 
station. 
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Europe was just not producing on 15 meters, even by 10 AM, so I went to 20 meters. 
Thirty minutes there produced 30 contacts, but D-dayer absorption was setting and Europe 
was fading out. So, after picking up W1AW/9 on 10 meters for a multiplier, it was back to 
15 meters, the only active band. 


By 11:00 AM, 10 meters began to open to South America. So, for 40 minutes, 1 picked up 
about 30 stations and seven multipliers. CQing, along with searching and pouncing, had 

cleaned the band. In other years, sporadic-E had helped with US points, but even that was 
denied me. So, back again to 15 meters, as that was the only band with consistent signals. 


It wasn't until 7 PM that I was able to exceed my 1998 QSO rate because 15 meters was 
"red hot" until 8:30, when it slacked off, and 20 meters came into its own for an hour. 
Actually, my rates even then were very modest, running from 82 to 55 contacts per hour. 
But it was better than last year. Then, at 9:40 PM, I went to 40 meters. This contest isn't 
like the big ones, and the main stations on are the headquarters stations of the various 
IARU member countries. Working down from 7100 kHz, I worked all these stations 
quickly, but then what? All I could do was call CQ in the US phone band. Even so, I 
managed to work the three zones in our country plus HC2EE, who came up and gave me a 
break. A half hour was enough for me on 40 meters, so up to 80 meters I went. This static 
level was S9+, but an hour's work provided 40 contacts with stations in Europe, all 
headquarters stations, along with Canada and the US. 


Then, back to 20 meters for an hour, picking up 65 contacts; it was the hot band from 
11:30 PM until 12:30 AM. I picked up some more US stations on 80, got my Alaskan 
multiplier on 15 with a 15-minute jaunt there, then went back to 20 at 1:20 for 45 minutes, 
getting 41 more Qs. I paralle my TH-7 pointed West with the rhombic, which is centered 
on Europe, so while CQing, I pick up Europe and an occasional Pacific station. At 2:30, I 
was back on 40 meters in the US phone band CQing. Europe was gone, so I was using my 
quarter wave vertical. In 40 minutes on that band, I worked 30 stations, including several 
from Hawaii, Australia, and Central and South America, with the rest Canadian and US 
stations. 


Around 3:30, I was back on 20 meters for almost an hour, managing to snag 60 contacts, 
all Europeans, except for an occasional West Coast W/VE. Then, a quick look at 80 
meters for the last time. Another look at 40 meters gave me an Alaskan contact, plus some 
more KH6/VK and locals. Then, from 5:30 until 7:30 AM, it was strictly 20 meters. That 
two hours 

produced 60 QSOs--slow going, but an eye-opener. In past contests, I'd always gone to 
bed around 3 AM, and gotten up for a 7 AM start. So, I was surprised at the stations 
coming back to me: VK/ZL, of course, but also KH6, JA, ZS on long path, 9M6, DU, 
KL7, BV, V73. What have I been missing all these years? 
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I decided to spend the last 30 minutes of the contest on 15 meters. That netted 20 
contacts, with the last one at 7:57 being VP9ID for a final multiplier. Last year, I ended 
up with 1184 Qs, and 154 multipliers. This year, I ended up with 1080 Qs, and 159 
multipliers. My final score was 14,000 points better than last year! Was it worth it? At 
8:30 AM, after breakfast, I went to bed, having been up for 25 1/2-hours. I certainly felt 
it was worth it. At 10:30 AM, I woke up in a cold sweat, with high anxiety feelings, with 
cramps throughout my arms 

and legs. I got up, had a glass of orange juice, which my wife said was good for me. I 
drank a Coca-Cola to put some sugar into my system, and read a book until my XYL came 
back home from church. I decided to stay up, and did so until 11 PM because I wanted to 
see "The Practice" on TV. I awoke Monday morning after a delightful sleeep, and have 
been fine ever since. 


Next year, I'll be one year older. Maybe at 81, I won't put in the full 24 hours. Maybe I'll 
just get on and have some fun.

Six meters opened very briefly on Saturday only, alas Operators were Ted, 
WA4VHF, and Gary, K4MQG

FLEA MARKET LEXICON

This rig was used in government service. (The rig saw wartime use--in some foreign theater. Or it 
was stored outside, on a pallet, unprotected, for a couple of years.) 

It doesn't chirp. (Probably because it doesn't transmit.) 

The audio sounds great. (Probably meaning that 60-cycle hum out of the speaker is clean.) 

I'm selling it because I have two of them. (You may be buying a "parts" radio.) 

This is a collector's item today. (Meaning no one else has one for sale in the flea market.) 

It came from an estate sale. (If you have any problems, take them up with the previous owner.) 
Thad it on the air just last night. _ (I didn't work anyone, but I was on....) 

I just had it serviced. (1 opened the lid and moved a couple of wires.)
